I would like to enclose some of ray 
own pictures. You cannot imagine 
how successful I have been with my 
negatives. They are the talk of the 
ship. Mr. Kendle who develops them 
for me has made a large number from ! 
my negatives and sold them and has 
orders for many more. Everybody 
wants my picture of the Pilot boat 
which I took as we came out of Bos- 
ton Harbor. You can have no idea 
how much plesure the kodak has 
given me. 

The wind and sea have quieted .to- 
night, and the sea-sick folk are nearly 
all on deck again. We?have had high 
winds and a rough sea nearly all the 
way. Y’esterday the waves were im- 
mense. Scores of the people have 
been sick, some ot them all the way, 
though 1 haven’t been sick at all. 

I have just gone out on deck to see 
an immense cloud rising out of the 
East. It looks in the night like a 
huge mountain range not a mile away. 
It looks like another storm, but if 
this letter reaches you, you may know 
we are all right, for it will not leave 
the ship until we land at the Azors in 
the morning early. My diary letter 
which will tell you about my voyage! 
day by day in detail, will be mail-! 
ed at Gibraltar, which we will not 
reach for nearly a week yet, for we 
stop at the Maderia islands for a day. 

1 will risk another letter from there, 
though it is all a risk.

How About Publicity? 

While the Republican orators are fir- 
ing the opening guns of the Congres- 1 
sional campaign, says the Courier- i 
Journal, it may not be wholly imperti- ! 
nent to inquire why so little is heard 
about the publicity bill as a pending 
measure that should be passed? 

President Taft has represented him- 
self, and has been represetned, as be- 
ing an advocate of the bill, although 
Candidate Taft would have none of it. 
The campaign is at hand. Congress is 
in session. Parties legislate, and are 
responsible for their records. The his- 
toric method of gathering campaign 
founds from corporations and distrib- 
uting them for purposes of corruption 
is becoming more and more odious. It 
seemed probable, for a time, that this 
Congress would pass the publicity bill 
in the hope of having something of 
which to boast next summer. But 
the session drags toward its end and 
inactivity grows increasingly suspi- 
cious. 

Is the Republican party afraid to 
pass the publicity bill? Is it so much 
afraid of a measure looking to the 
separation of political campaigns from 
corruption that it is less afraid of pub- 
licity confessing than fear of alienat- 
ing the affections of plutocrats who 
are Republicans or revenue only? 

The publicity bill is a Democratic 
measure in the brroadest sense of the 
term. There is every reason why it 
should become a law. There is no rea- 
son that can be stated by respectal>le 
persons why it should not become a 
law. 

It would be, of course, whollv incon 
sistent, for the “regulars” who look 
upon what is convenietly terrmed “Al- 
drichism” as the sum of statesmanship 
to desire the enactment of a law aim- 
ing at prohibiting | politicians from 
milking corporations for campaign 
funds.

Ail Victims are Accounted For. 

“All alive, .2 p. m., Nov. 14.” This 
is the latest message from the fatal 
St. Paul coal mine, near Cherry, 111.. 
Tuesday with the recovery of thirty- 
one more miners bodies which had 
been entombed since the disaster of 
last November 13. 

The bodies were taken from the 
locker level 300 feet below ground. 
The men had retreated to a space 
twenty feet square and had construct- 
ed a rude fan of boards to keep the 
air circulating. On the fan in big 
letters were chalked the letters quoted 
above, indicating the men had lived at 
least until the day after the fire. 
Evidently the men had taken turns 
at the crank of the fan, for one of the 
bodies had fallen over the handle, as 
if he had died while struggling to 
maintain an air current. 

It was declared by the mine com- 
pany’s officials that all of the 300 or 
more miners entombed and killed by 
the disaster*bave been accounted for. 
A number of bodies located have not 
yet been brougt up but within a few 
days the officials says, the story of the 
tragedy will be ended and the mine 
cleared.
